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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants' arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicants argue that Larson fails to teach establishing a QoS threshold at an upper protocol layer by asserting that the optimisation 
steps performed with respect to multiple data rate requirements given by the application layer are different than establishing a QoS 
threshold that pertains to route quality. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Determining the feasibility of a range of allowable data 
rates is establishing the QoS threshold at the application protocol layer . In addition, "establishing a QoS threshold that pertains to route 
quality" is not described in an original claim. Applicants further argue that Larson fails to teach adjusting signal reception gain at a lower 
protocol layer when the QoS metric for a selected route falls below the QoS threshold. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Larson 
teaches adjusting transmit power to guarantee that the resulting CIR is not deteriorated below a certain CIR level. Therefore the 
Examiner concludes the rejection is proper. 
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
